Ordinance Number 24(5. 
An Ordinance 
compelling 
certain 
persons to work the streets, avenues, 
and alleys of the City of Ada and for 
other 
purposes and 
declaring an 
emergency. 
Be it Ordained by the Mayor and 
Councilmen of the City of Ada.'Okla- 
homa. 


Section One: 
That all male per­ 
sons between the ages of twenty-one 
and fifty years, who shall have resid­ 
ed thirty days in the state and ten 
days in the City, and are capable of 
performing labor on the public nigh- 
way s and who are not a county or 
township charge and who have not 
performed road duty elsewhere in this 
state, or any other state, in the year, 
shall be subject to a road duty of 
four 14) days of eight hours in each 
year, on the streets, avenues and al­ 
leys, in the wards in which such per­ 
son shall reside, under the direction 
of the Street Commissioner, I Road 
Overseer), provided 
that 
any 
such 
person of whom any road duty is re­ 
quired may furnish a substitute satis- 
falctory to the Street Commissioner to 
work out said duty, and one day’s 
work of man and team shall be equiv­ 
alent to two days work of a man 
alone; 
provided further that any 
person liable for road duty may, in 
lieu ot said duty required of him pay 
at the time he is warned in cash at 
the rate of one dollar per day, in 
lieu of said duty required of him. 
The Street Commissioner shall have 
authority to refuse to accept any sub­ 
stitute to work in the place of any 
person warned to w’ork when such 
substitute is unsatisfactory' to him, 
*'.nd to discharge any person w*arned 
to work or any substitute sent in lieu 
of such person when he fails to per­ 
form reasonable services, and obey 
the instructions of the Street Com­ 
missioner. That such work shall be 
performed between the first day of 
March and the first day of December 
of each year.
